Every gardener finds, as a rule, 
that he hasn’t quite room enough for 
all the things he wanta to plant. An 
effective scheme for utilizing all the 
space in a small yard was noted last 
summer. 
That is growing tomatoes 
against a fence fronting either south 
or west. 
Strips were nailed at three-foot in­ 
tervals from the upper and lower 
two-bv-fours to which, in the usual 
back yard fence the boards are nail­ 
ed, and to these the tomatoes were 
trained, allowing branches to extend 
along the two-by-fours, both the up­ 
per and lower. 
With the fence re­ 
flecting the heat of the sun, the to-1 
matoes were ripened much 
m ore; 
quickly than if upon the ground. 
The same effect may be secured 
by nailing strips 
of 
chicken-wire1 
fencing along the board fence and 
tying the tomatoes to It, but 
the 
wood strips are mpch more easy to 
handle. 
The chicken wire, however, offers 
an excellent scheme for growing cu­ 
cumbers in the least possible space, 
allowing them to climb 
upon 
the 
wire instead of running over 
the 
ground which is needed for other 
crops. 
If your garden room is limited try 
the fence for tomatoes or cucumbers 
or both. They also furnish an orna­ 
mental feature, the greenery of the

The proposal for this increase was

states. 
The 
total 
amount 
sought will be close to $5,000,000 and 
with this, it was pointed out by Brig. 
Gen. H arry Taylor, assistant chief of 
engineers, work could be carried on 
for the continued improvement 
not 
only of the Missouri but the Upper 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers as well. 
In his talk to the committee Sena­ 
tor Reed explained th at the improve­ 
m ent of the Missouri river was au­ 
thorised nearly twenty years ago but 
th at congress had provided funds in 
consistently small amounts 
so that 
little real progress had been made. 
“This work is necessary not only 
as an aid to navigation,” explained 
Senator Reed, “but to 
save thous­ 
ands of acres of the richest agricul­

THE 
INDIAN NAPOLEON 


I 
T WAS not a new dream—this plan 
of uniting all the tribes to drive 
out the white man. 
Opechanoanough, 
the Pamunkey, and King Philip, the 
Wnmpanoag, had dreamed it and paid 
the penalty with their lives. 
Little 
Turtle, the Miami, and Tecumseh, the 
Shawnee, were destined to attempt it 
and to fail. Of them all, Pontiac, the 
Ottawa, came nearest success—and he 
failed when a woman talked! 
Pontiac hated the English. 
But he 
loved the French and when they lost 
North America at Quebec in 1759. he 
wanted to keep on fighting. On Ma$ 
7, 1768, one smashing blow* by the a1-, 
lied Indians was to regain this ter­ 
ritory for the French and their red 
friends. 
The blow fell and the Indians were 
so successful in their sunrise attacks 
that eight of the British forts were 
captured and nearly all the garrisons 
massacred. 
Pontiac was in personal 
command of the Indians around De­ 
troit, the keystone to British rule in 
the West. He planned to capture it by 
treachery. 
Near the fort lived an Ojibway girl 
called Catherine. 
She loved Major 
Gladwyn, the Commandant, and be­ 
trayed Pontiac’s plot in time to save 
the fort. Foiled in his attempt to take 
Detroit, the Ottawa saw his grand 
conspiracy crumbling. It was dealt a 
final blow' when he received a mes­ 
sage from the French commandant at 
Fort Chartres, 111., telling him that 
England anti France were now at 
peace and bidding him end his war. 
But Pontiac was not ready to give 
up yet. 
He visited the Illinois tribes 
and tried to rally them to his cause. 
They hesitated to join him. 
Glaring 
angrily at their chiefs, the Ottawa ex­ 
claimed: “If you refuse, I will con­ 
sume your tribes as a fire consumes 
the dry grass of your prairies!” 
By now* he realized the hopelessness 
of his dream. After one more attempt 
to gain ald from the French, he gave 
up the struggle and returned to De­ 
troit to sign a treaty of peace. 
In 
1769 he came again to Illinois. 
At 
Cahokia an 
English trader named 
Williamson, who hated the great Ot­ 
tawa, offered a Kaskaskia warrior a 
ba^Tel of whisky to kill Pontiac. 
The Kaskaskia was easily persuad­ 
ed. 
He remembered Pontiac’s threat 
against his people years before. Late 
one night as Pontiac, unsuspecting 
danger, strode through the woods on 
his way to St. Louis th e Kaskaskia 
glided up behind him. 
A tomahawk 
gleamed in the starlight and descended. 
The Indian Napoleon was dead.
